New York, Oct. 23 (£">.—Earl 


Browder, secretary of the Com- 
munist party in the United States, 
was indicted by a federal grand 
jury today on a charge of false ap- 
plication for a passport. 


Browder was taken into custody 


immediately and arraigned before 
Federal Judge William Bondy. He 
pleaded innocent and was held in 
$10,000 bail. No date was set for a 
hearing. 
/ The true bill was returned to 
Federal Judge Francis G. Caffey, 
who immediately recessed 
the 


grand jury for two hours. 


The Communist leader testified 


September 6 before the Dies com- 
mittee investigating un-American 
activities that he had traveled in 
Europe within the last two years 
on a passport bearing a fictitious 
name. 


Withholds Name 


At the time of his appearance 


he declined to disclose the name 
he had used, standing on his con- 
stitutional right that such testi- 
mony might incriminate him. 


He also testified other party 


members had traveled in Europe 
under fictitious passports because 
of the danger of using their real 
names since they were acknowl- 
edged Communists. 


The indictment returned today 


contained two counts, each charg- 
ing false application for a pass- 
port and the use of such passport. 


The present grand jury in- 


vestigation has widened an mqury 
earlier in the year that put three 
men in prison as an outgrowth of 
the 
notorious Robinson-Rubens 


passport fraud case.

eral agents, it was learned, and a 
guard put over the company's 
offices here. 


Inquiry Is Disclosed 


The undercover inquiry was dis- 


closed last night with an an- 
nouncement by the department of 
justice in Washington that it^ ex- 
pected "some decisive action in a 
few hours" against Browder. 


The announcement came shortly 


after the Republican national com- 
mittee issued an attack on At- 
torney General Frank Murphy by 
Rep. J. Parnell Thomas (R., N. J.), 
a member of the Dies committee 
investigating unAmerican activi- 
ties. 


Recalling that Browder admit- 


ted before the 
Dies committee 


that he had used a falsified pass- 
port, Thomas accused the attor- 
ney general of being "strangely 
indifferent and listless" and said 
he "owes an explanation to the 
American people of his 
failure" 


to act. 


"It is a spectacle that is 


nauseating to the American peo- 
ple," the statement continued. 
"They are beginning to wonder 
whether our defender of the laws 
really is an intrepid galahad in 
shining armor or a complaisant 
Don Quixote tilting at windmills."

Perth Amboy, N. J., Oct. 23 UP> 


—Four infants in the nursery of 
Perth Amboy General Hospital, 
two boys and two girls, died of 
asphyxiation early today when, 
Coroner James Flynn, Jr., said, a 
valve blew out of ,a radiator fill- 
ing the nursery "with steam. 


Two other babies were revived 


by three physicians who worked 
feverishly in an attempt to save 
the lives of-the six children. 


Coroner Flynn 
quoted Mrs. 


Daisy McGuiness, nurse in charge 
of the nursery, as saying she had 
"found everything all right" when 
she inspected the room at 1:30 
a. m. 


Thirty minutes later, she re- 


turned to find the nursery "full 
of steam," and removed the 
in- 


fants from the room, Flynn said. 


Hospital authorities, Middlesex 


county detectives and local police 
began an investigation. 


The babies, none more than a 


week old, were unnamed. 


One girl was the daughter of 


Mr. and Mrs. Stanley Ruszala of 
Perth Amboy; the other the child 
of an unmarried mother. 


The boys were the sons of Mr. 


and Mrs Edward Jankowski of 
Woodbridge, and 
Sergeant 
and 


Mrs. John Rigg of nearby Raritan 
arsenal. 


Miss Sarah Van Gelder, super- 


intendent of the hospital, was not 
immediately available for com- 
ment. She was closeted with in- 
vestigating authorities. 


Coroner Flynn, who was called 


to the hospital at 2:20 a. m. and 
remained throughout the night, 
explained the escaping steam ex- 
hausted the supply of oxygen in 
the nursery, resulting in the "ac- 
cidental suffocation by steam" of 
the infants. 


"I cannot praise too highly the 


efforts of those doctors to save 
the lives of the babies," 
Flynn 


said. 
"They used every method 


known to bring them back to 
life. It was a horrible situation, 
one which might have happened 
anywhere, and probably 
would 


not happen again in a thousand 
years."

Churchill," Goebbels asked, "that 
the Athenia was sunk by a Ger- 
man torpedo when you know it 
went down under the fire of three 
British destroyers?"

"No Decent Effort"

In the opinion of the protesting 


veterans, who were led at yestei- 
day's meeting by a 
delegation 


from Smith's home city of Troy, 
"no decent effort was made by 
anyone in authority to rectify the 
situation presented by this vet- 
eran, who came out of the World 
War with the right to wear the 
Purple Heart." 


Smith was shot by Patrolman 


John McKelvey who had been 
sent to the bureau in a radio car. 
Witnesses said that the veteran 
had been waving a gun while 
voicing a pension grievance. He 
was reported standing in position 
to fire the revolver when the of- 
ficer entered.

given the high tribunal after a de- 
cision is returned by'-the United 
States Court of' Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. 


The government had appealed 


directly to the Supreme Court 
from an adverse decision by the 
federal district court for the^Dis- 


trict of Columbia. The medical as- 
sociation did not oppose this pro- 
cedure. 


The district court ruled that the 


1890 anti-trust law did not apply 
to physicians because they are en- 
gaged in a profession and not a 
trade. The law prohibits activities 
in restraint of trade in Interstate 
commerce. 


The justice department said a 


decision by the high 
tribunal 


would "affect the conditions of 
medical practice throughout the 
United States."

situation lately, to Americans, is a growing 
belief that tho United States really can keep 
out of the war. 


A mottth ago there was an almost fatalistic 


feeling that we would necessarily be dragged 
in. The main argument then was merely how 
soon that would happen. But no\v courage 
arid sanity are reasserting themselves, and it 
is felt more definitely that in spite of inter- 
national confusion wo may be really the mas- 
ters of our own destiny.

Likewise a nation. A rational belief that we 
can remain neutral, even through a long for- 
eign war, helps us to do KO. 


JALOPPY PROBLEM 


' The owner of a veteran automobile in In- 
dianapolis had a brilliant idea when he got 
into a traffic accident. Surveying his wrecked 
jaloppy, he said to the assembled crowd in a 
tone of mingled sorrow and pride: "I've 
driven that car for 19 years and never had 
an accident before. What am I bid?" 


One bystander offered him SI.50. Another 


doubled that, and he took it and walked sadly 
away. 


The car "was too old to run, but not old 


enough yet to go into a museum. In that 
middle area of decrepitude there is a great 
problem, affecting the flow of traffic and the 


personal safety and welfare of millions. No- 
body ever knows when or where a veteran 
car will break down, snarl up traffic, damage 
other cars and endanger lives. 


Sooner or later there will have to be estab- 


lished ways of getting such perilous vehicles 
automatically off the streets and highways.

A FAULTY LIVER 


One form of rheumatism or arthrilis that comes 


on, sometimes rapidly and at other limes gradually, 
is what, is called arthritis dcformans or rheumatoid 
arthritis. There is borne muscular cramps and 
twitching, some numbness and stiffness in the joints, 
some mental depression, followed by pain and swell- 
ing of various joints—fingers, knees, spine. 
Wet 


weather increases Jhe pain. Little lumps or nodules 
form in finKcrs. toes, \\rist and elbow joints and 
sometimes in the jaw. 


While the cause of rheumatoid arthritis is un- 


known, heredity is believed to be H factor as \vrll 
as infection of teeth, tonsils, ear, gall bladder and 
large intestine. 
The most effective form of treatment appears to 


be the application of heat, then exercise, thon rest 
for a time. Sunshine and sunshine lamps help most 
case.s. 
Many physicians who do special work in arth- 


ritis are able to help many cases by a diet of fruit 
and vegetables, cutting down almost completely on 
proteins—meal, CPRS. fish.—and also on starches- 
potatoes, bread and sugar. The idea underlying tins 
fruit and vegetable diet is that it will cleanse or 
purge the largo intestine, thus removing poisonous 
wastes from the system instead of allowing them 
to be absorbed into the blood and carried to the 
joints. This diet is also alkaline-in rejction. 


However, there is one organ in 1hc body whose 


duty is to filter or remove poisons from the blood. 
This is the liver. 
. 
That a faulty liver has much to do with allow- 


ing rheumatoid arthritis to occur was pointed out 
by Dr. W. B. Rawls and associates some -time ago. 
By the use of the dye test it was found that 73 per 
cent, of 100 patients with rheumatoid arthritis gave 
evidence of a faulty liver. In a recent number of 
Annals of Internal Medicine Dr. Rawls and Drs. S. 
Weis and Vcra L. Collins, Now York, report oO 
unselected cases of rheumatoid arthritis in which 
three different tests of the liver's ability to remove 
poisons were made and &2 per cent of these cases 
showed that the liver was not removing the sub- 
stances from the blood properly or promptly. 


The liver can be kept in its best possible condi- 


tion to prevent rheumatoid arthritis or other ail- 
ments by avoiding large meals and by active bend- 
ing exercises, keeping knees straight.

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Red Cross Opens 


Traveler Service 


At the ouUet of hostilities in 


Europe, approximately 138,000 
Americans were living in, or visit- 
ing, Europe. Reports that com* 
munications were impossible be- 
tween this country and persons in 
belligerent nations prompted the 
Red Cross to establish the Inquiry 
and Information Service. 
* Since this service was estab- 
lished on September 19, approxi- 
mately 5,000 inquiries have been 
received. The Red Cross is acting 
as a clearing house for letters, 
forwarding them through State 
Department and through Interna- 
tional Red Cross, which in turn is 
clearing with member societies 
throughout Europe. Returns on in- 
quiries to belligerent nations have 
been very few and tew much can- 
not be promised for the success of 
queries at this time. 


As an adjunct to this service, 


the American Red Cross is assist- 
ing the return of Americans to 
the United States. This work is 
being done m co-operation with 
the State Department. Many re- 
quests involving the return of non- 
citizens are being taken up with 
the International Red Cross com- 
mittee, the International Migra- 
tion Service, and the United States 
Immigration Service. 


To assist survivors of the ill- 


fated steamer Athenia, the Red 
Cross allocated $20,000 for their 
maintenance and medical aid while 
awaiting passage in Europe. An 
organization has been set up by 
chapters in coastal ports to meet 
vessels carrying American refugees 
to assist in their return home.

use of proper catalysts.

Mrs. William F. Russell 
regent, presided and introducec 
the speakers. Following the invo- 
cation, given by Mrs. W. Grant 
Trumpbour, chaplain, Mrs. Lila 
James Roney, F. G. B. S., of Wood- 
stock, sketched Henry Barclay's 
life. 


Mrs. Roney showed that Henry 


Barclay was not an Englishman 
as often held, but "an American 
descended from a long line of 
American forebears who made his- 
tory in the Province of New York. 
He discovered the Esopus Creek, 
purchased the land south of the 
creek, including all of Barclay 
Heights, land north of the Esopus 
and Parsen's Islands in the stream. 
He began the construction of the 
stone-dam, a raceway and the 
mills for the manufacture of paper 
and iron and built the first bridge 
over the creek. 


For several years Mr. Barclay 


held services of the Church of Eng- 
land at his home for his family 
and mill workers. He organized 
Trinity Episcopal Church, the first 
Church of England within the 
county and was responsible for the 
organization 
of 
the 
Catholic 


church of Rome in the county.

Charles A. Terwilliger of Kings- 
ton, regent of WHtwyck Chapter, 
through the efforts of whose mem- 
bers Saugerties chapter was or- 
ganized some 38 years ago. In 
dedicating and presenting the Hen- 
ry Barclay tablet, Mrs. Russell 
pointed out that the Daughters of 
the American Revolution have a 
three-fold work: Patriotic, educa- 
tional and historical. 


The tablet was unveiled by Mrs. 
John-T. Washburn, chapter his- 
torian. John T. Washburn accept- 
ed the memorial on behalf of the 
vestry of . the church. The Rev. 
William T. Renison, rector,, pro- 
nounced the benediction. 


The inscription on the tablet

The 
site of his former home "Ury" is 
directly east upon the band of the 
Hudson river. Placed by the Sau- 
gerties Chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, 1939.

Separated Point* of View 


Dear Mrs. Post: To settle an ar- 


gument, will you give your opinion 
on the following situation, which I 
shall try to make clear: The son of 
a very rich family here married a 
young woman of gentle birth but 
poor. She is gracious, beautiful 
and musical. Not long ago she 
came to stay with her family-in- 
law while her husband was away 
on an extended business trip. 
While here, her mother-in-law 
tave a very large dinner in honor 
of the conductor of a leading phil- 
harmonic orchestra who has been 
visiting friends in this ,city. This 
hostess invited local people who 
are especially interested in music. 
Before the evening of the dinner 
she told her daughter-in-law that 
arrangements had been made for 
her to dine with the Browns, who 
are young friends of theirs. Up to 
then the daughter-in-law had been 
looking forward to being at the 
dinner for the musician: She felt 
hurt and humiliated and I feel that 
she was justified. In fact, I can see 
absolutely no excuse for such be- 
havior. But the son—her husband 
—on his return, refused to back up 
his wife. He feels that his wife has 
taken the wrong attitude entirely, 
and believes that his mother 
thought his wife would prefer the 
company of the young Browns. 


Answer: This is one of those 


personal circumstance problems 
which cannot be satisfactorily an- 
swered without knowing more 
about the persons concerned than 
can be guessed from a letter. But 
it does seem to me that the hus- 
band, who- loves them both and 
who must understand them both 
better than any one else can, is 
likely to be right insofar as his 
mother's lack of unkind intentions 
toward his wife, is concerned. If, 
for example, only older people 
were coming to dinner, and if his 
mother was having music after- 
wards to which other younger peo- 
ple were coming, she might very 
well have thought it more agree- 
able for the daughter-in-law to 
dine with the Browns and then 
come in afterwards than to sit be- 
tween two older guests at the 
table. She could not possibly have 
seated her daughter-in-law or any 
young member of the family any- 
where near the guest of honor! 


On the other hand, even if there 


was no rnusicale afterwards and 
she had any idea how much her 
daughter^n-law wanted to meet 
the conductor, she could certainly 
have told her daughter-in-law to 
come home early from the Browns 
so that she could present the con- 
ductor to her. Which leads me to 
believe that the son's wife did not 
let her mother know how much 
she wanted to be present .that eve- 
ning, because it is not reasonable 


to believe that any hostess would 
banish an attracttive young wo- 
man who would unquestionably 
have been an asset to her party.

You can 
also kick a field goal from beyond 
the line of scrimmage, after run- 
ning with the ball or receiving a 
pass—or after intercepting a pass. 


"A drop kick is permitted on 


the kickoff. Drop kicks usually 
travel higher than placekicks giv- 
ing your tacklers a couple sec- 
onds more to get downfield. Isn't 
that worth trying? 


"And why doesn't somebody use 


more than seven men in the offen- 
sive line. It's allowed. Also a line- 
man can line up backwards if he 
wants to.

Rejection slips piled up in those 
early years. Encouragement came 
from virtually only two persons, a 
brother, and Lina Elise Roth, who 
later became his wife. 


OSM Early K«v«l 


Grey wrote one early novel 
three times but got no encourage- 
ment from any publisher. 


Then in 1910 Harpers published 


for him "The Heritage of the Des- 
ert" which paved the way for ac- 
ceptance of "Riders of the Pur- 
ple Sage" in 1912, a work that 
sold almost a million copies, had 
tremendous vogue as a moving pic- 
ture and forever ended Grey's 
financial problems. 


The love of nature and the thrill 


of primitive life which character- 
ized nearly all of Grey's works 
were his heritage from a hardy 
line of ancestors which traced 
back to Col. Ebenezer Zane, who, 
exiled from Denmark, crossed the 
Atlantic with William Penn. 


Colonel Zane, whose wife had 
Indian blood in her veins, was the 
father of four sons and a daugh- 
ter, all of whom received recogni- 
tion "in the Revolution and fron- 
tier days. 


Grey's father was an Ohio 
backwoodsman, hunter, farmer, 
preacher and finally doctor. 


In Ohio during his youth, Grey 


was noted as a baseball player. 
His services were sought by sev- 
eral eastern colleges and his base- 
ball prowess was a factor in his 
choosing to enter Pennsylvania. 


Grey's first attempt at writing 


was for a publication that was of- 
fering prizes. The rejection of his 
story, he has stated, both angered 
and discouraged him, but it awoke 
in him a consciousness that writ- 
ing had an appeal for him. 


Early in his writing career, Col. 


C. J. (Buffalo) Jones, a big game 
hunter, took him on a hunting 
expedition to Arizona. From ex- 
periences on that trip he write 
"The Last of the Plainsmen." 


Other trips with "Buffalo" Jones 


followed and in them he laid the 
foundation for many of his later 
successes. 


The prosperity that came with 


"Riders of the Purple Sage" en- 
abled Grey to gratify his craving 
for travel and he came to know 
the great American desert, the 
mountainous wilds of Western 
America, the Grand Canyon coun- 
try and the Islands of the South 
Seas as well as any other writer. 


His story of the Purple Sage 


country aroused much resentment 
among adherents of the Mormon 
faith, but it was concededly one of 
the most dramatic of western ad- 
venture stories. 


Of recent years Grey had lived 


most of the time at Altadena and 
at Avalon, Calif., but he also 
maintained his old home in Penn- 
sylvania.

Inspector Metzger said 
that

Three local people are accused 


of having participated in the act 
of removing the valuables from 
the Grasso home. They are Ellen 
Ryan, 19, of 342 Broadway; Goldie 
Lane, 31, of 192 Ten Broeck ave- 
nue, and Arthur Elting, 24, of Van 
Buren street, Kingston. 


With the finding of the stocks, 


bonds, bank books and insurance 
papers found on Wilbur avenue by 
Fred Rice on Thursday and turned 
over to the police on Saturday, In- 
spector Metzger said practically 
all of the missing securities had 
been accounted for. However, he 
said that a watch, ring and some 
5250 in cash had not been re- 
covered. 


The securities apparently had 


been removed from the Grasso 
strong-box which was taken from 
a bureau drawer and probably 
thrown from a car as it passed 
along Wilbur avenue. The bundle 
was found along the shoulder of 
the road by Mr. Rice, foreman of 
a WPA gang as his gang was at 
work in that vicinity. At the 
time he saw they were valuable 
but not until he saw an account 
of the Grasso theft did he learn 
to whom they might belong. He 
had taken them to his home pend- 
ing claim for ownership. 


When Mr. Rice notified the po- 


lice of his find and turned them 
over to Lieut. Phinney a search of 
the locality was made by police 
officers and as a result practically 
all of the missing papers have 
been recovered. 


Grasso complained to the State 


Police that someone had entered 
his bedroom and taken his strong- 
box.
